Applicants argued that, "the examiner confuses the scope of a "service" or portions of a "service" as taught by Behr with the claimed storage of 
intermediate computational data associate with the running of a "service". (Page 1 1, the 2nd paragrqaph). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "the storage of a service or portions of a service") are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from 
the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 
1993). 

Behr et al. of 6,708,173 (hereinafter Behr) teaches a service request sequence of operations as defined by the 
data base management system and the service handler is processed a sequence of service requests in the command 
language of the database management system (col 5, lines 60-67 and col. 6, lines 1-25). 

Applicants argued that, ""Behr teaches ... a user terminal . . .data format." This statement is confusing 
because it does not relate to applicants' claimed invention." (Page 12, the 2 nd paragraph). 

Behr teaches a user from a proprietary terminal having a dedicate communication link (digital data communication 
network) which is co-located with the properiety data base management system hardware and software, which 
provide with accessible to data base management functions (fig. 1, col. 6, lines 12-25, col. 7, lines 64-67 and col. 8, 
lines 1-8). 

Applicants argued that, "Behr has no such "tempoary computational data.", the facility which stores the intermediate 
'temporary computational data. 1 ' (Page 13, the 2 nd paragraph). 

Behr teaches storage facility such as Cool ICE repository for temporary storage for storing data producing from 
service request sequence (fig. 5, item 106 and the data is computed in the process of calculations on the data (see 
fig. 12, item 368). 
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
